PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 1 8 - 
Japan, 
in its dealings 
with the 
United States has always believed 
that as between friends there is no 
question that cannot be adjusted 
amicably, Ambassador Hanihara of 
Japan declared in an address at 
Brown University where he receiv­ 
ed the honorary degree of doctor of 
laws. 
With “such unique and precious 
history’’ back of American-Japanese 
friendship," he said, “the one great 
question in the minds of my peo­ 
ple now’ is: 
Is it the true senti 
ment of the American people to 
make light of its friendship with 
the people of Japan, a friendship 
which has been built up by hard 
conscientious labor of the two peo­ 
ples extending over nearly three­ 
quarters of a century, not only to 
the good of themselves alone but 
for the good of the rest of man­ 
kind." 
The Japanese ambassador sketch­ 
ed the history of the relations of 
the tw’o nations, from when Com­ 
modore Perry set foot on the shores 
of Japan 
to the signing of the 
Washington conference treaties. He 
refrained from any 
specific 
men­ 
tion of the immigration act with 
its Japanese exclusion provision. 
After thanking Brown University 
and the people of Rhode Island for 
the compliment bestowed upon him, 
which he said, was an assurance of 
good will and friendship, Ihe am­ 
bassador began at once his outline 
of the loLg friendship between the 
tw’o countries. 
“And I may express the hope," he 
said, “that that friendship may sur-1 
vive. 
Aye! 
It will survive, if we 
remain true to our worthy traditions 
of the past which is an embodiment 
of that great human spirit of mu­ 
tual toleration and esteem." 
At another point after relating 
Japan’s efforts to become a bul­ 
wark of peace in far east, he said: 
“We Japanese have tried to be­ 
come a great nation, not only in the 
attainment of strength sufficient to

to be found in Kansas City was 
seized 
by federal 
prohibition 
en­ 
forcement agents and police under 
Capt. John J. Casey in a raid-on a 
house at 7907 Troost avenue. 
The value of the plant, an elabor­ 
ate distilling apparatus, was esti­ 
mated at $8,000. 
Two men in the house were ar­ 
rested and held for investigation. 
They said they were William R. Dil­ 
lon, 26, Sedalia, and Ralph H. Adel, 
29 Sedalia. 
The house, a white bungalow’, is 
back from the street in a cherry 
orchard. 
All except three rooms, 
which housed the distillery, were 
comfortably furnished. 
The still, of 250 gallons capacity, 
was used to distill denatured alco­ 
hol. 
It was equipped with a six- 
foot filter, pressure tanks, pipe and 
hose. 
The police confiscated about 
a hundred gallons of distilled alco­ 
hol, which tested 192% per cent. 
Five 52-gallon barrels of denatur­ 
ed alcohol ready for distillation and 
many empty containers and a Dodge 
truck also was seized. 
Two vans 
were used to haul the plant to the 
D. A. Morr Storage Company ware­ 
house.

CITIZENSHIP FOR INDIANS. 
There will be general approval of t h e f 
law enacted by congress at the session re­ 
cently ended which conferred American 
citizenship on every Indian bom within 
the territorial limits of the United States. 
According to Charles H. Burke, commis­ 
sioner of Indian affairs, the new act gives! 
the ballot to 125,000 Indians. Various acts 
of congress had previously granted citi­ 
zenship to 20,000. 
It may be that among the new citizens 
are some who by reason of lack of edu­ 
cation are hardly qualified to vote intelli­ 
gently, but they certainly cannot be less 
qualified than some of the native white 
and negro citizens. 
So long as whites and j 
negroes become citizens automatically by ! 
virtue of being bom in this country, and 
by virtue of that alone, it was unfair to 
discriminate against the red men. 
It is interesting to note that the grant­ 
ing of citizenship does not remove the re­ 
strictions on the 
land

guardianship,

United States supreme court having held 
that wardship is not inconsistent with 
citizenship.
